TWO fairground employees have 
denied causing the death of a 
seven-year-old girl who was 
crushed to death on a bouncy 
castle in Harlow. 

William Thurston, 28, and 
Shelby Thurston, 25, appeared at 
Chelmsford Crown Court yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) to plead not 
guilty to counts of manslaughter 
and failing to discharge health 
and safety duties. 

Seven-year-old Summer Grant 
suffered serious injuries while 
playing on the inflatable at a fun¬ 
fair on March 26 last year.

The inflatable circus super- 
dome was swept “some distance” 
before the youngster from Nor¬ 
wich was rushed to Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital. 

Summer died a few hours 
later. 

The self-employed fairground 
employees are jointly accused of 
gross negligence manslaughter 
and failing to reduce the risks of 
the inflatable blowing away.

Man is fined over 
£3k for cutting 
down protected 
trees near home 

A MAN has been fined thousands of pounds in 
court after cutting down protected trees in 
Roydon. 

Paul Hayden, of Old House Lane in Roydon, was 
left with a legal bill of £3,199 after illegally cutting 
down trees protected by Tree Preservation Orders 
(TPOs). 

At Chelmsford Magistrates Court on July 6, 

Mr Hayden pleaded guilty to cutting down two 
oak trees, two hawthorn trees and willfully 
damaging another hawthorn, all of which were in 
a conservation area and covered by Woodland 
TPOs. 

Mr Hayden told magistrates he had occupied the 
property for 26 years before buying in it 2016, but 
had omitted to instruct his solicitor to carry out 
usual conveyancing searches. 

Poisonous 

He cut down the trees to clear a riding path for 
his daughter to prevent the horses eating 
acorns, which he said were poisonous to 
them. 

The magistrates considered his actions to have 
been “reckless” but not for monetary gain and 
imposed fines of £400 for each tree cut down and 
£250 for the damaged hawthorn. 

He will also have to plant replacement trees. 

Mr Hayden has also been ordered to pay the 
council’s prosecution costs of £1,309 and a victim 
surcharge of £40.

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Father disgusted at the news 
of ‘sick’ Barrymore musical 

Controversial show will feature actor playing man who died in celebrity’s pool

THE father of the man found dead 
in Michael Barrymore’s swim¬ 
ming pool is “flabbergasted” by 
the star’s ‘sick’ musical - which 
will feature an actor playing his 
late son. 

The show, titled More More 
More, will go into Barrymore’s 
shifting sexuality and battle with 
addiction. 

One actor starring in the music¬ 
al will play the role of Stuart 
Lubbock, who died in Barry¬ 
more’s Roydon mansion in 2001, 
and father Terry, 72, was shocked 
when he found out. 

“It’s sick isn’t it? Somebody is 
going to be playing my son on 


stage,” he said. 

“I’m flabbergasted. I think the 
man [Barrymore] is going mental, 
I can’t think of anything to say I 
just find it incredible. Why 
can’t he leave me ir 
peace?” 

A 2002 inquest into Mr 
Lubbock’s death recor¬ 
ded an open verdict. A 
post-mortem had 

revealed he sustained ser¬ 
ious anal injuries. 

Barrymore was arrested 
in 2007 on suspicion of ser¬ 
ious sexual assault 
and murder. No 
charges have ever 
been brought. 

The 65-year-old 
is now suing 
Essex Police for 



£2.5 million, claiming his arrest 
over Mr Lubbock’s death des¬ 
troyed his career. 

Auditions for the musical, fea¬ 
turing songs “from Sweet 
Dreams to Tainted Love”, 
take place next month. It 
will be on for two nights 
at the Pleasance theatre 
in Islington, North Lon¬ 
don, next month. 

But 72-year-old Mr 
Lubbock, who has cam¬ 
paigned for justice for 
his son for 16 
years, wants it 
axed. 

The Mirror 


reports he said: “This show 
should be stopped from going 
ahead. It’s incredibly bad taste. 
Who will play my son? How will 
he be portrayed? 

“The directors of this abhor¬ 
rent show could twist it and show 
him any way they want. 

“My son’s death is not history 
to be dragged up for entertain¬ 
ment. 

“Stuart was a lovely, caring and 
good-natured young man. Barry¬ 
more knows what happened that 
night and it’s about time he came 
clean rather than trying to restore 
his own tawdry reputation.” 

No one at the Pleasance was 
available for comment. 

Mr Barrymore’s agent did not 
respond to a request for a com¬ 
ment. 


Senior police officer is set to face 
hearing over allegations of abuse

A SENIOR Essex Police officer 
will be facing a gross misconduct 
hearing after allegations were 
made that he verbally and phys¬ 
ically abused colleagues. 

The Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission completed an 


investigation after allegations 
were made in January 2017 
regarding Deputy Chief Con¬ 
stable Horne. 

The allegations were that he 
became verbally and physically 
abusive towards colleagues on 
three different occasions. 

DCC Horne was based at Essex 
Police at the time of the matters in 


question but is currently on tem¬ 
porary transfer to the National 
Crime Agency. 

Answer 

The IPCC lead investigator 
has found that DCC Horne 
has a case to answer for gross 
misconduct. 

DCC Horne was found to have 


no case to answer in relation to a 
further allegation regarding his 
conduct. 

A gross misconduct hearing is 
to be arranged by Essex Police. 

Matthew Horne joined Essex 
Police as Deputy Chief Constable 
in October 2015, succeeding 
Derek Benson after Mr Benson’s 
retirement.

Biggest rise in 

train fares for 
five years will 
hit commuters 


‘Another kick in teeth for passengers’

ESSEX rail users will see an 
increase on the cost of commuting 
after it was announced that reg¬ 
ulated fare prices will rise by 3.6 
per cent across the country. 

The biggest annual increase in 
five years will take place from 
January 2018. 

Regulated prices are set by the 
government and linked to July’s 
retail price index (RPI) measure 
of inflation announced by the 
Office for National Statistics on 
Tueday (August 15). 

Travel 

Up to 45 per cent of fares in 
England, Scotland and Wales are 
regulated and they include season 
tickets, some off-peak and stand¬ 
ard return tickets, and commuter 
fares into and out of London, with 
the latter to have a costly effect on 
those in Essex who travel to the 
capital for work. 

A spokesperson for Greater 
Anglia said: “Fares policy for reg¬ 
ulated rail fares including season 
tickets and standard day returns 
is set by the government of the day 
and linked to the previous year’s 


Retail Price Index. 

“Greater Anglia can set the 
price of some unregulated fares, 
including Advance Singles such 
as Norwich to London for £10 or 
Southend to London for £5. 

“We are constantly working to 
improve services and offer better 
value for money to our custom¬ 
ers. 

“We are currently investing 
huge amounts in the railway in 
East Anglia including £1.4 billion 
replacing every single train with 
brand new trains from 2019 and 
we’re spending £60 million 
improving stations.” 

The National Union of Rail, 
Maritime and Transport Workers 
has said that private operators are 
profiting at the cost of ‘another 
kick in the teeth’ for commuters. 

Mike Cash, General Secretary 
of the RMT, said: “The huge hike 
in fares confirmed today is anoth¬ 
er kick in the teeth for passengers 
who ?already fork out colossal 
sums to travel on rammed out, 
unreliable trains while the 
private operators are laughing all 
the way to the bank. 

“With over three-quarters of 
Britain’s railways now in the 
hands of foreign states these huge 


sums of money aren’t being inves¬ 
ted in essential upgrades and 
modernisation here, they are 
being siphoned off to subsidise 
transport services over the Chan¬ 
nel. It’s no wonder we are a global 
laughing stock. 

“The only solution to the Great 
British Private Rail Rip-Off is 
public ownership and an end to 
this Government sponsored rack¬ 
eteering.” 

The current cost of a standard 
weekly season ticket with Greater 
Anglia travelling from Chelms¬ 
ford to London Liverpool Street 
station can range from £95.80 to 
£120.90. A standard monthly sea¬ 
son ticket can cost from £367.90 to 
£464.30. 

Endure 

Richard Enever, of the Brent¬ 
wood Bus and Rail Users Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “I don’t think it is 
justified for Essex commuters. 
They have had to endure week¬ 
ends commuting on replacement 
buses and they are not getting the 
service they are paying for.” 

Announcements on any fare 
rises by individual train operat¬ 
ing firms should be made public 
by November or December.

A FREEDOM of Information 
request made to Essex Police has 
revealed the amount of money 
that has been spent on repairing 
damaged speed cameras over the 
last five years. 

Between January 2012 and 
June 2017, the county’s police 
force revealed £83,300 was spent 
on fixing 16 damaged speed 
cameras across Essex. 

Of the 16 cameras damaged, 13 
were set alight and three were 
struck by vehicles. 

The figures, which were 
audited and prepared by Cubic 
Transportation Systems Ltd, 


show that 2017 has been the 
worst year for costs in half a 
decade. 

There was £27,500 spent fixing 
three cameras in the first six 


months of this year. 

A full rundown of the number 
of damaged cameras and the cost 
to taxpayers to put them right is 
contained in the box above.

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Dramatic rise 
in rural crime 


of 44 per cent 
in just a year 

£1.8m cost to Essex of thefts and arson

RURAL crime in Essex rocketed 
by a staggering 44 per cent in a 
single year - the highest in the 
country - according to one of the 
country’s leading insurers. 

NFU Mutual’s annual Rural 
Crime Report revealed how it cost 
Essex £1.8 million in 2016, up a 
staggering 44 per cent from £1.2 
million in 2015. 

The items most commonly tar¬ 
geted by thieves across Essex over 
the last 12 months were garden 
equipment, machinery and tools. 

But deliberate fires had also 
cost farmers heavily. 

Among those recently targeted 
are Simon Bosworth, whose fam¬ 
ily have been farming pigs and 
arable crop at Spains Hall near 
Finchingfield since 1934, and Lin- 
zie Henson, who was horrified 
when she saw CCTV footage from 
her family’s farm in Asheldham, 
to see that three men had spent 47 
minutes on the property before 
stealing three motorbikes and a 
leaf-blower. 

Mr Bosworth lost a £40,000 JCB 
in a raid three months ago when 
thieves smashed the padlock off a 
door before loading the machine 
onto the back of a flatbed lorry. 

He said: “The theft left us in a 
right muddle because we use the 
forklift truck to feed the pigs. We 
mix the pig food in two-tonne 
batches and we use the forklift to 
carry it around to the different pig 
building. 

“Without that vehicle we had 
difficulty feeding all the pigs. 

“They smashed the padlock off 
the door of the shed, drove it out 
and loaded it on to a truck and 
drove off. We have had to tighten 
the security up. 

“What can the police do? You 


don’t see police officers here.” 

Linzie said that during the raid 
- on Thursday, April 13 - the three 
motorbikes were work a total of 
£2,500. 

She said at the time: “You can 
clearly see them leaving with the 
motorbikes at 9.06pm, but they 
didn’t realise that you can’t get 
through out the front so they actu¬ 
ally came up to and pointed at the 
camera before they turned 
around and went back the way 
they came in. 

“They loaded their vehicle up 
with what they already had, then 
came back to the stables around 
9.24pm - although to get into the 
stables, they had to kick down all 
of the back fencing where the 
horses usually are so thankfully 
no horses were out. 

“They walked around the stable 
yard and took a few other little 
things like a steel leaf-blower, but 
after they then walked around the 
workshop and various other 
places, the last time we saw them 
on camera was at 9.33pm.” 

Brazen 

Philip Breary, NFU Mutual 
Senior Agent in Colchester, 
Essex, said: “Rural crime in Essex 
has risen dramatically during the 
last 12 months, as countryside 
criminals are becoming more 
brazen and farmers are now hav¬ 
ing to continually increase secur¬ 
ity and adopt new ways of 
protecting their equipment. 

“In some parts of the county, 
farmers are having to turn their 
farmyards into fortresses to pro¬ 
tect themselves from repeated 
thieves who are targeting quads, 
tractors and power tools. They are 
using tracking devices on tract¬ 
ors, video and infra-red surveil¬ 
lance in their farmyards.” 

The report reveals that being 


‘staked out’ is the biggest worry 
for country people, followed 
closely by longer police response 
times in rural areas, according to 
the leading rural insurer. Crim¬ 
inals continue to target Land 
Rover Defenders, quad bikes, 
tractors, tools and livestock des¬ 
pite increased security on farms. 

Philip added: “The threat of 
becoming a victim of rural crime, 
and regular reports of suspicious 
characters watching farms is 
causing high levels of anxiety 
amongst farmers who know their 
rural location makes them vul¬ 
nerable to attacks. 

“Our advice to people living 
and working in the countryside is 
to regularly evaluate your cur¬ 
rent security measures making 
improvements where necessary, 
remain vigilant and report any 
suspicious activity to the local 
police and local farm watch 
schemes.” 

A police spokesman said: 
“Crime targeting property in 
Essex’s rural areas is a concern 
but NFU Mutual’s own figures 
show the reported cost of this sort 
of crime is 25 per cent lower this 
year than in 2014 (from £2.4m to 
£1.8m). 

“There is less crime in rural 
areas of Essex than in urban areas 
but rural communities experi¬ 
ence crimes like domestic viol¬ 
ence too and we will always 
prioritise police response to 
incidents where lives are at risk. 

“Taking sensible crime preven¬ 
tion steps like marking garden 
machinery and making sure out¬ 
buildings are secure really does 
help and adds to our work which 
includes local police officers and 
specials as well as specialist oper¬ 
ations using drones and other 
technology to combat rural 
crime.”

6 Climbs will be easy compared 
to what our mum went through’ 

Daughters will be tackling three peaks to support motor neurone disease charity

WHAT would you say if a friend 
asked you to climb the three 
highest mountains in England, 
Scotland and Wales... in just 24 
hours? 

For four Roydon women, the 
answer was simple: yes! 

That’s because Frances Fay, 
Janet Doyle, Tracy O’Donovan 
and Claie Christiansen, had been 
asked to take on this epic 
challenge by fellow Roydon 
Primary School mum, Alex 
Lambe, to raise money for the 
Motor Neurone Disease 
Association (MNDA). 

Sadly, Alex’s connection to the 
charity is through personal 
experience. 

Destroying 

In February 2000, her mother, 
Carole Watters, was diagnosed 
with the disease, which affects 
the nerves in the brain and 
spinal cord, slowly destroying 
the body’s ability to walk, talk 
eat, drink and even breathe. 

Less than two years later, in 
December 2001, Carole died as a 
result of her illness, aged only 
49. 

At the time, Alex and her 
younger sister Victoria - who is 
also doing the challenge 
alongside friends Kate Ings and 
Lilli Stickley - were just 23 and 
18. 

“MND is a cruel and 


devastating disease,” explained 
Alex. “It is beyond 
heartbreaking to watch someone 
you love become trapped inside 
their own body, unable to move 
or communicate. 

“Our mum died on Christmas 
Eve and my heart broke that day. 
I still miss her desperately and 


wish I could get her back in my 
life. 

“I hate that she didn’t get to 
see me marry my husband 
Declan and never got a chance to 
meet my beautiful children, 
Evan and Isla.” 

The epic challenge these three 
valiant women will be taking on 


this September will involve 
scaling Ben Nevis in Scotland 
(1,345m), Scafell Pike in The 
Lake District (978m) and finally 
Mount Snowdon in Wales 
(1,085m). 

In total they will hike more 
than 26 miles and drive over 462 
miles getting to their 
destinations - but the catch is 
they aim to do it in just 24 hours. 

So far the group have had 
practice runs on Mount 
Snowdon and Scafell Pike - both 
in shocking weather conditions 
of strong winds, thick fog and 
heavy rainfall. 

“It was really hard work,” 
admits Alex. “And we know it 
will be even tougher on the day. 

Challenging 

“It’s already been incredibly 
emotionally and physically 
challenging, but we’re a fit and 
strong-minded group and we’ll 
have a great woman looking 
down on us in September. 

“Plus doing something as 
gruelling as this will still be 
nothing compared to what Mum 
went through. And that’s what 
keeps us all determined to 
conquer this challenge in her 
memory.”

■ The Hitman's Bodyguard (15) 

A bodyguard for hire is only as good as his last 
job: reputation depends on remaining alert and 
keeping the client safe, even when the threat 
seems non-existent. 

Michael Bryce (Ryan Reynolds) is one of the 
best protection agents in the business until an 
anonymous sniper takes out one of his 
high-value clients. He loses his triple A rating 
and is relegated to shadowing low-level targets. 

Meanwhile, Michael’s old flame, Interpol agent 
Amelia Roussel (Elodie Yung), is part of a crack 
squad charged with accompanying hitman 
Darius Kincaid (Samuel L Jackson) to The Hague, 
where he will give evidence in the International 
Court of Justice against East European dictator 
Vladislav Dukhovich (Gary Oldman). 

Somehow, Dukhovich’s henchmen learn about 
the route and stage an assault on the cavalcade 
of vehicles. Amelia and Darius emerge unscathed 
from the hail of bullets. 

They lie low in an Interpol safe house, where 
Amelia realises there must be a mole in her 
team. 

Unsure who to trust, she calls Michael and 
asks him to shepherd Darius to the courthouse. 

En route, the two men bicker relentlessly and 
Darius pines for his wife Sonia (Salma Hayek), 
who languishes behind bars. 

■ THE DARK TOWER (12A) 

Based on Stephen King’s compelling series of 
novels, The Dark Tower is a fantasy adventure 
about a titanic battle of good versus evil in 
parallel universes, seen through the eyes of a 
haunted 11-year-old boy. 

Jake Chamber (Tom Taylor) has been deeply 
scarred by the death of his father. His mother 
Laurie (Katheryn Winnick) and stepfather Lon 
(Nicholas Pauling) are concerned when the boy 
experiences troubling visions of another world 
where a heroic gunslinger is pitted against the 
menacing Man in Black. 

However, Jake’s psychiatrist Dr Hotchkiss (Jose 
Zuniga) explains that these vivid nightmares are 
manifestations of the boy’s grief. Members of a 
covert psychiatric facility offer to speed Jake’s 
recovery but he is suspicious of these so-called 
medics and flees to an abandoned house from 
his visions. 

Inside, Jake discovers a portal to a 
post-apocalyptic realm called Mid-World where 
a mysterious man named Roland Deschain (Idris 
Elba) is locked in an eternal battle with an evil 
sorcerer called Walter Padick (Matthew 
McConaughey), who intends to destroy the 
universe by harnessing the psychic abilities of 
innocent children. 

Roland gradually surmises that Jake’s visions 
are evidence of his burgeoning psychic abilities 
and the swaggering gunslinger vows to keep the 
11-year-old safe from Walter and his despicable 
minions, the Taheen. 



The truth is out there 


AN INCONVENIENT 
SEQUEL: TRUTH TO POWER 
(PG) ★★★★★ 


A few minutes into Jon 
Shenk and Bonni 
Cohen’s 

tub-thumping sequel 
to the Oscar-winning 
2006 documentary An 
Inconvenient Truth, it becomes 
apparent that there is one 
renewable energy source the 
world has yet to harness. 

It is a steady, irresistible 
thrum that won’t destroy the 
ozone layer, and could power 
the planet for decades: former 
United States vice president A1 
Gore’s boundless 
determination to prick 
consciences about the effects of 
global warming. 

The avuncular messiah of the 
modern age loudly bangs a 
drum for action and words on 
climate change, spreading his 


message during a turbulent 
period of political upheaval 
including the election of 
Donald Trump, who lambasted 
global warming as a “very 
expensive hoax” and withdrew 
the United States from the 
Paris climate accord. 

“With all these new threats, 
there’s never been a more 
important time to speak truth 
to power,” Gore sombrely 
observes, providing a snappy 
subtitle for the sequel. 

Like its predecessor, the film 
incorporates segments from 
Gore’s slide-show lectures, 
which have been updated with 
scenes from Typhoon Haiyan 
in the Philippines and flooding 
in Florida, the state which 
famously denied him the keys 
to the White House in the 2000 
presidential election against 
George W Bush. 

There’s no sense of 
lip-smacking Schadenfreude as 
Gore wades through 
water-logged streets and 


engages with local dignitaries. 

Breathtaking footage of the 
statesman atop a rapidly 
melting glacier in Greenland 
are intercut with snappy 
soundbites that anoint Gore as 
the lone voice of reason 
capable of deviating us from 
self-destruction. 

“Big money has so much 
influence now,” he laments. 
“Our democracy has been 
hacked.” 

Nowhere in the film is this 
more pronounced than footage 
from the 2015 United Nations 
Climate Change Conference in 
Paris, where consensus is 
countered by Indian Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi. 

He rationalises that the West 
has enjoyed 150 years of 
burning fossil fuels and now 
India should be afforded the 
same opportunity, not 
constrained by the prohibitive 
costs of borrowing to pay for 
solar power. 

An unflustered Gore heads 


backstage to makes a few calls 
to powerful friends. 

Lo and behold, a few tense 
hours later, the accord is 
salvaged. 

Aside from lionising Gore, the 
sequel is blessed with scenes of 
undeniable emotional power. 

His 24-hour reality broadcast 
on November 13 2015 in Paris 
is interrupted by shocking news 
of suicide bombings and 
shooting in the French capital, 
including an assault on the 
Bataclan theatre during an 
Eagles Of Death Metal concert. 

With glistening eyes, Gore 
stands before the largely 
French production crew and 
delivers a heartfelt pledge of 
solidarity. 

These simple, unscripted 
words resonate clearly and 
remind us of the undeniable 
power of strangers, from 
different cultures and 
backgrounds, to pull together 
in pursuit of a common goal - 
our survival.

MARION McMULLEN discovers how music legends The 
Isley Brothers and Santana created their perfect album 



I T'S hardly surprising music has 
always loomed large in Ernie 
Isley’s life. He was just a 
youngster when Jimi Hendrix, a 
member of the Isley Brothers' 
backing band, lived with his family 
and practised the guitar skills that 
later made him world famous. 

"We got Jimi his first Fender 
guitar," he chuckles at the memory, 
"and to see Jimi Hendrix playing in 
your house every day was 
something. I would take my social 
studies book in there. I wasn't 
doing any social studies, I just 
wanted to see and hear him playing 
these instruments. 

"Although I was only 11,1 had 
never heard anyone play guitar like 
that. He almost used it like a prop 
- playing it behind his back, one 
handed, with his teeth. This was 
1963, it was unheard of and we had 
this guy in the house!” 

Ernie, who later joined his 
brothers in the band, remembers 
when The Beatles made their 
American debut live on The Ed 
Sullivan Show in 1964. An 
estimated 73 million viewers tuned 
in to watch the Liverpool rock 
group and it marked the start of the 
British invasion. 

"My younger brother Marvin was 
sitting on one end of the couch, I 
was at the other and Jimi was sitting 
in the middle," says Ernie. "My 
older brother Kelly said 'This 
English group has changed 
everything. They've got two guitar 
players... but we've got Jimi.' And 
Jimi just sat there grinning. 

"The Beatles even played our hit, 
Twist & Shout, on one of The Ed 
Sullivan Shows and it was the first 
song they played at Shea Stadium 
the next year and it blew the roof off 
that place." 

The Isley Brothers' many hits over 
the decades have included 
everything from Twist & Shout to 
Testify, This Old Heart Of Mine (Is 
Weak For You) and Harvest For The 
World. 

They recently found themselves 
working with another music legend 
after becoming friends with Carlos 
Santana. The result of their 


collaboration is new album Power 
Of Peace. 

Ron Isley explains: "We met 
about four years ago. He [Santana] 
had a concert in St Louis, and 
afterwards Carlos and I were talking 
in the dressing room for about two 
hours. We were talking about music 
and songs and life and a little bit of 
everything. He also talked about 
the songs he'd like to see me do and 
after that we would talk every day 
on the phone to each other. 

"He was interested in doing an 
album together. So we eventually 
went out to Las Vegas and we 
recorded 13 or 14 songs in four or 
five days and everything went 
perfectly." 

The 76-year-old singer adds: "We 
got everything out really fast and 
we were so excited to do it. We 
recorded four or five songs every 
day. I think we were blessed to do 


the album like that. Most of the 
songs I just sang one time and that 
was it. It was like something that 
was meant to be. It definitely comes 
from the heart.” 

The studio album is a fulfilment 
of a dream between the two music 
legends and draws influences from 
soul, funk, blues, rock, jazz and pop 
songs that continue to inspire them 
- from Stevie Wonder's Higher 
Ground and Billie Holiday's God 
Bless The Child to Marvin Gaye's 
Mercy Mercy Me. 

Ernie simply describes it as an 
iconic piece of music. "Everybody 
was professional and ready to go. 
You just put a microphone in front 
of Ron and 'boom.'" 

The 65-year-old guitarist grins: 
"The first time I saw Carlos was at 
Woodstock in 1969 and I had been 
playing guitar for less than a year at 
that time. It was 'wow.' 


"When we were in the studio 
recording Power Of Peace there is 
no question it was special. I kept 
looking over at him and smiling 
and he would look back and he 
would be grinning as well. It was a 
'pinch me' moment." 

The Isley Brothers and Santana 
both have heavy tour schedules, but 
hope to perform the album live at 
some point next year if they can 
work around existing 
commitments. 

"Just think of the guitar fans?” 
laughs Ernie. "They would be 
walking backwards to the stage to 
hear us play. I think with the Isley 
Brothers music you can connect the 
dots to pretty much everyone. 
Everyone has done Twist & Shout. 

"I remember when I was eight or 
nine and my brothers were in the 
band and stored instruments at our 
mother's house in the basement. 
Marvin and I were messing about in 
there one day and saw this box with 
Fender written on it. 

"But I have to tell you, I was 
disappointed when I opened it. I 
thought it was toy cars and I was 
'what's all this?"' 

He adds: "I was exposed to music 
from an early age although I didn't 
get my own guitar until I was 16." 

Ernie says he only wishes Jimi 
Hendrix was still around to play on 
the album too. 

"It's not beyond the realms of 
possibility that he would have been 
a part of it,” he smiles: "Can you 
imagine? 

"We'd do a guitar duet and he 
would give me a big bear hug and 
say 'How the hell did you ever learn 
to do that?”'

STEVEN WILSON - 
TO THE BONE 
★★★★★ 

THE doyen of 
contemporary 
progressive rock has 
released his fifth solo album. 

Although a genre not generally 
thought "cool", Wilson's output, 
whether in solo or Porcupine Tree 
form, has a wide appeal. His remixes 
of classic rock albums also attract a 
significant audience. 

This album takes in all the regular 
prog elements but, in Wilson's eclectic 
style, also includes heavy rock and, in 
the case of the single Permanating, 
straight chart pop. If references are 
required, then Pink Floyd, Genesis, 
Marillion and Rush all come to mind at 
various times - but it is always 
straight Wilson all the way through. 

This is an album to sit down and 
listen to in order to fully appreciate 
its qualities, not just consumed. As 
such, it will appeal to existing fans 
and those willing to be open-minded. 

THE SHERLOCKS - 
LIVE FOR THE MOMENT 
★★★★★ 

COMPRISING two sets 
of brothers Kiaran and 
Brandon Crook and 
Andy and Josh Davidson, 

The Sherlocks have some serious 
backing from the likes of DJs Steve 
Lamacq and Annie Mac, and with good 
reason. 

There's something exceptional here 
in their debut effort, from the melodic 
reverb of their gutsy guitars with the 
surprising but always welcome 
orchestral additions, blended with 
Kiaran's uncomplicated vocals. 

Not a ground-breaking album, but 
there are subtle nuances to the 
band's work that will have them 
standing out from the indie crowd 
before long.

He tells 
GEMMA DUNN why, with a colourful cast of characters, it ticks all the boxes

Tell us about the premise behind 
new CBBC series, The Zoo. 

WELL it was to do something that 
would appeal to everyone on CBBC, 
so parents can watch with their kids, 
kids can watch with their parents, 
and grandparents can watch it 
because they remember Johnny 
Morris (of Animal Magic fame). 

It's all set in Paignton Zoo, so it's 
got a cast of characters that you will 
love. It ticks most boxes, I think. 

Do you join the team of comedy 
voice artists that bring the 
animals to life? 

MY ROLE in it is very limited really, 
given that I just narrate it. I just think 
it's great fun to watch. 

It's like Animal Magic was when I 
was growing up, but the CGI or 
whatever they use, they can move 
their mouths and stuff, has improved 
so much that it's great. And (the 
zookeepers) are all incredibly good 
sports, because they don't mind 
having the mickey taken out of them. 

The animals, of course, can't 
object. 

Are the episodes based on 
day-to-day goings-on at the zoo? 

IT'S based on things that actually 
seem sensible, so there's one where a 
new animal arrives at the zoo and 
that's all about jealousy and what's 
going on, so they're picking up 
storylines from what is actually 
happening, which is very clever. And 
then the voices come in. 

It's amazing how they get the 
mouth to fit the voice; the mouth 
moves in a natural way, it's not like 
'Oh hang on, I can see the joins there! 
You're just thinking, 'He's saying that! 
which is great. 

Why a gorilla would be German is 
slightly strange, and a New York 
baboon, but it does fit. 


Can viewers expect 
to meet a variety of 
different animals 
across the series? 

YOU get to meet most of 
the colourful characters 
within the zoo. 

You want a show that 
the kids are going to 
watch before they go to 
school or as soon as 
they get home from 
school... I just 
remember flopping in 
front of all sorts of 



programmes like that. I watched far 
too much television as a child and 
this was one of the things I would 
have sat down and watched. 

Will your teenage kids still be 
watching in support and are they 
impressed by your work? 

THEY'RE pretty grown up; they're 20 
and 18, so I haven't really bothered 
with them to be honest. 

But given that I enjoy it and I'm in 
my 50s, they probably would. 

Mainly I am just a slightly 
embarrassing dad, like most dads. 

To be fair to them, they do show 
some interest, but I don't think either 
of them will end up doing what I do. 

Mock The Week has been going 
for 12 years this year - and you 
are back for more this autumn. 
Why do you think it's so loved? 

PROBABLY because it's always 
bringing new people through - that's 



sort of its job. Dara (O'Briain) and I 
sort of sit there and watch people 
come and go. 

Telly is never quite sure what to do 
with stand-ups, so the panel show 
suits them and it just means there is a 
conveyor belt of very new, funny 
people. 

I probably enjoy it more now, 
because I feel more relaxed. 

It was very, very competitive to 
start with and now it's not quite so 
competitive. I think it's because we're 
all a bit older. 

The Outnumbered Christmas 
reunion was received well too. Is 
there scope for another series? 

I SUSPECT it would just be one-offs 
now. I think it's very difficult getting 
people together, as much as 
anything. 

(The reunion) was amazing, really. 

I hadn't seen any of the kids for about 
a year and kids change incredibly fast 
at that age, so I actually 
didn't recognise Ramona 
(Marquez), which was a 
bit embarrassing. My 
own pretend child. 

You're well known for 
your comic acting 
- but you've had your 
serious roles too. Do 
you like the variety? 
WHAT I have always 
wanted to do is just 
stretch myself and do 
new things, so whether 
that is serious or funny, it 
doesn't really matter in a 




way. You just 
don't want to stay 
in your comfort 
zone; you don't 
want to do stuff 
you know you can 
do well. 

What's next for 
you? 

THERE'S more 
Mock The Week in 
the autumn, and 
do a radio series in 
the autumn too. 

That takes me 
through to spring 
next year and after 
that no one knows 
what they're doing, 
even if they think 
they do. 

I love all that. It's 
great. I like to keep 
busy, but I like to not 
really know what on 
earth is going on. 

Do you have a dream 
role you're yet to 
tick off? 

I WOULD quite like to be 
in a Marvel movie. I don't 
know what superhero I 
would be, but any of them 
would do. Any of them!

You are taking your new comedy 
show This Guy on tour hot off 
the heels of an Edinburgh run 
this month. What can audiences 
expect? 

THIS is my third solo show. I've 
always done stand-up about my life 
and what's going on with me and 
what I think about it. 

I tried, this time, to do something 
a bit different at first, but I had no 
sense of ownership of it and I 
wanted it to feel more relevant to 
me. The main subject of the new 
show is whether I should have a kid 
- bearing in mind I have the 
maternal instinct of a pitta bread. 

How did your Non-Motherhood 
Challenge turn you into an 
internet sensation? 

IT went viral! It's really funny what 
captures the public imagination. 

I put up photos on Facebook of 
me asleep with a bottle of wine as an 
alternative to something called the 
'motherhood challenge' pictures I'd 
seen of darling children. 

I didn't think anything about it 
and I was in the house and the 
numbers kept going up and up and 
my husband would come in every 
now and again and check how it was 
going. Then a Brazilian film crew 
wanted to interview me. 

People started responding and 
some of the comments were really 
horrid and insulting, but really 
funny at the same time. 

I thought if people are going to be 
a*rseholes, at least make a joke out 
of it. 

How does your husband feel 
about the personal subjects that 
come up in your shows? 

(LAUGHS) He's great about it. I try 
and do everything from my point of 


view. You have to be respectful of 
the other person because they are 
not up there on stage to give their 
side of everything. 

It's funny though because he gets 
annoyed about the silly things. In 
my last show, Infidelliety, I was 
talking about wishing I'd slept with 
more people before I was married 
and he was fine, but miniscule 
things, like if I said he liked tea, he'd 
go on and on about 'You said I liked 
tea and I don't! I have to just say 'It's 
not something to get hung up about! 

You've done a lot of TV from 
hosting BBC show Snog Marry 
Avoid to The Mash Report now 
on BBC 2. Are you comfortable 
in front of a camera? 

I'VE been really lucky with the 
chances that I have been given. 

When I did my first show I was 
offered things that were fun but I felt 
I didn't have enough experience for. 
It took a few years to catch up. 

Now I think 'you have the 
experience, you can do this! I feel I 
have earned my stripes and know 
what I'm doing. I'm now running up 
to the door saying 'Hello, is anyone 
there?' rather than being pushed 
through the door to do things.

You've also done Let's Sing And 
Dance For Comic Relief? 

THE was a crazy gig - not only 
dancing, but singing as well... and 
being a magician's assistant. 

I had to appear from a box, but 
magic assistants are little like 5ft 
4ins tall. I'm 5ft 1 lins, a gallomping 
Hagrid and they had to make the 
magic box bigger to fit me inside it. 

It was terrifying but I really 
enjoyed it and it was for a good 
cause. 

Your describe yourself as 
comedian, actor and Steve Tyler 
lookalike. What was the comedy 
turning point for you? 

IT'S funny how life can work out. I 
worked in corporate events. I was 25 
in a great job working with great 
people, but it was not what I wanted 
to do. 

Then I went with a friend of mine, 
who I knew from university, to see 
her do stand-up and she made it 
seem so accessible and I thought 'I 
could do that! I carried on doing my 
day job and thought it would just be 
a hobby and I could do it on the 
side, but I ended up giving up my 
job and handing in my notice when 
a TV job came along called Show Me 
The Funny. I had never been paid 
for doing comedy at that point, but I 
had to be available for filming so I 
had to quit my day job. 

My family and my boyfriend, who 
is now my husband, were very 
supportive and said 'go for it' and 
my partner paid the rent for a while. 

How did the new stand-up show 
come about? 

AT the beginning of the year in 
lanuary I decided to do another 
tour. 

I wasn't really sure about it and 


then I was 'Oh, let's go and just do it! 
I usually write a show over a year 
and have a bit more time to do it. 

It's been lots of crazy but you've 
got to challenge yourself and do 
things that make you scared. I've 
been doing my normal prep to get 
the show in shape. It's been a work 
in progress. It changes a bit every 
show I do. I'm always tweaking it. 

I think by the end of the tour it will 
be five to 10 per cent different than it 
is now. 

What was it like the first time 
you performed at Edinburgh? 

I SHARED a bill with someone else 
the first time so I did not have all the 
responsibility. 

I think it gets a little bit better 
every time as I become a better 
writer and a better performer. 

Do you enjoy touring? 

I LOVE the whole aspect of it. It 
means that people have bought a 
ticket specially to see me. It's not a 
normal mixed bill comedy gig with 
people just turning up. Of course, 
some people might be dragged 
along to my show, but a lot are 
happy and eager to see it. 

What's next on the cards? 

I'M doing topical show The Mash 
Report with Nish Kumar on BBC2 
and appearing at the Edinburgh 
Fringe Festival. It's a busy time 
ahead, but I've already booked a 
holiday. It's going to be sunshine 
and hammocks and sangria. I can sit 
there and read a book and do old 
lady things.

JUST like Woody Allen's Annie 
Hall, Diana wasn't scared of 
masculine tailoring. She was 
known to dabble with the 
occasional tuxedo or bow tie - a 
daring move for someone who 
was under societal pressure to 
always look demure and 
feminine, but one that certainly 
cemented her position on the 
fashion map. She made like 
musician David Byrne in 
oversized yuppie-styled suits, 
and was the first female royal to 
wear trousers to an evening 
function, although she did give 
her outfits a twist with heels and 
statement jewellery pieces. 

THE 'REVENGE' DRESS 

WHO wouldn't recognise Diana's 
'revenge dress', the Christina 
Stambolian-designed take on 
the LBD? Diana allegedly 
thought the dress too risque 
when it was designed for her 
three years prior to the Serpen¬ 
tine Summer Party in 1994, but 
the night of the party, an ITV 
documentary aired in which 
Prince Charles appeared to 
admit his infidelity with Camilla 
Parker Bowles - Diana decided 
to make a fashion statement.

GEORDIE SHORE STAR 
CHARLOTTE CROSBY 
TALKS TO GABRIELLE 
FAGAN ABOUT HER 
TRAUMAS AND TRIUMPHS

Charlotte Crosby says she 
hardly goes out now and doesn't 
drink much alcohol either 


S HE'S been the poster girl for 
partying, famously had sex 
on MTV reality series 
Geordie Shore, and happily 
admits bed-wetting after a 
drunken night out, but Charlotte 
Crosby insists these days she's finally 
toning down her wild persona. 

"Honestly, I've 100% grown up 
and changed since I was that crazy 
kid on Geordie Shore who wanted to 
do outrageous things, get really 
drunk all the time, make loads of 
memories and never let anything 
bother her," declares the 27-year- 
old, who found fame on the first 
series in 2011 and dramatically quit 
last year. 

"Nowadays I don't even want to go 
out, I'm so bored of all that. I don't 
even drink much alcohol because I 
prefer a night in, sitting in front of 
the telly with a takeaway and a 
cuppa. I loved the show, but now I 
can't think of anything worse in my 
entire life than having to spend six 
weeks in that house with people 
shouting over one another, and food 
fights turning it into a pigsty." 

Maturity may be a remarkable 
turn-around after five years of 
youthful high jinks, but Sunderland- 
born Charlotte has opened up about 
the traumatic reason for the 
transformation, to mark the 
publication of her second 
autobiography, Brand New Me. 

In April 2016, she nearly died from 
an ectopic pregnancy - her fallopian 
tube ruptured, necessitating 
emergency surgery. Devastated and 
heartbroken by the experience, and 
what she claimed were the 'cheating' 
antics of her on/off boyfriend, Gary 
'Gaz' Beadle, her fellow Geordie 


Shore housemate, she left quit the 
series last June. 

"The ectopic pregnancy was very 
serious, frightening and awful. At 
one point, I feared I'd never be able 
to have children, although I've been 
reassured that's not the case, but it 
really changed me. I saw a 
psychiatrist for depression for a time 
afterwards." 

Charlotte, who's 
loved for her 
down-to-earth, 
bubbly personality 
and willingness to 
reveal every detail of 
her life - no matter 
how shocking - to 
her more than three 
million social media 
followers, explains: 

"I quit Geordie 
Shore because I 
didn't want to be in 
it with that 
particular person 
[Gary] and go 
around in circles 
anymore, and let 
everyone think 
everything's a joke. 

Some things just 
aren't, and it was 
time to move on 
from that stage in 
my life." 

Love is at the heart of her current 
happiness. Since February, she's 
been dating 2016 Celebrity Big 
Brother winner, Londoner Stephen 
Bear, 27, a former roofer and 
seasoned reality TV personality, 
who's known for his controversial 
'banter! 

"People only see the TV side of 


him, the baddie and wind-up 
merchant who everyone hates, but 
in private with me he's not like that 
at all. Stephen is my Mr Right, my 
soulmate and I'll be with him for the 
rest of my life. I've always just 
wanted to meet someone nice and 
settle down. 

"The real Stephen can't resist 

winding me up, but 
he's a lovely soul, 
kind, caring, loving 
and so romantic and 
considerate," gushes 
Charlotte, who fell 
for him while they 
co-presented MTV's 
Just Tattoo Of Us, 
where celebrity 
couples design 
tattoos for 
themselves. But she 
has warned him not 
to propose any time 
soon. 

"I've told him to 
wait 18 months 
because I don't want 
our relationship to 
look like a sham or a 
joke. Ideally, I'd like 
us to get married 
after four years, but 
of course, I'd be 
happy with an 
engagement ring before that! Being 
with him makes me broody and I'd 
love a large family." 

Charlotte has also transformed 
physically since her TV debut, 
having dropped more than two 
stone and four dress sizes, and 
undergone cosmetic surgery on her 
nose and lips. "Every day I have 
insecurities about my body," she 


admits, "but I don't think many 
women are happy with their shape 
and that feeling is intensified for me 
because people pick up on my 
appearance on a daily basis. I've 
learnt to cope with that and won't 
have any more work done.” 

"Just because I'm calmer doesn't 
mean I'm looking for privacy," adds 
Charlotte, who won Celebrity Big 
Brother in 2013 and has also 
appeared on Ex On The Beach. "I 
love sharing my life and I don't 
regret a single bit of having my life 
played out on live TV. It's made me 
the person I am today, helped me 
grow up and become wiser and 
stronger, and I count my lucky stars 
for all the opportunities it's given 
me.”

A BLOOD test could help 
revolutionise the detection and 
treatment of cancer, researchers 
have said.

The test needs a 
small amount of blood and can 
spot as few as three cancer 
molecules in a sample. Prof Hanlee 
Ji, of Stanford University in the 
US, said: “Tests like this mean 
patients can be monitored at every 
visit and quickly track the spread 
of cancer.”

4. Pour the condensed milk 
into a large bowl and add 
the egg yolks, lime juice and 
zest. Whisk and add the gin 
and beat. 

5. Turn the oven down to 
180°C/160°C fan/gas 4. Pour 
the filling into the crust and 
bake for 10-15 minutes 
until the filling is set with a 
slight wobble in the centre.

6. When you're nearly 
ready to serve, make the 
Italian tonic-water 
meringue topping.

WHY A P&T IS SET TO REPLACE A G&T AS SUMMER'S TOP TIPPLE 


AS the neighbour of gin-loving 
Spaniards, it was only a matter of 
time before Portugal had its equal 
measure of the tonic boom - and 
this summer's coolest drink, 
apparently, is a port and tonic. 

But not the aged, tawny type 
that's traditionally drunk at the end 
of the meal, especially at 
Christmas. You know; the nutty, 
sweet port that makes you feel all 
warm and cosy, and just a little bit 
tipsy. 

We're talking about the 
remarkably refreshing, golden 
coloured port made from a blend 
of white grapes that's served 
well-chilled as an aperitif. 

Topped with tonic water, lots of 
ice and garnished with mint and 



lemon, it's a brilliant thirst- 
quencher, which our continental 
cousins have been slurping for 
years. 

But you don't need a sun¬ 
drenched terrace overlooking the 
Douro River in the city of Porto 
(that gives the wine its name) to 
enjoy this Portuguese classic. 


Versatile, stylish and right on 
trend with our growing appetite 
for petiscos (Portugal's answer to 
tapas), salted almonds and olives, 
these crisp, dry wines can be 
enjoyed all year round as a lighter 
alternative to a G&T. 

With a lower abv than classic 
white spirits such as gin and vodka 
(19.5% compared with 40%), they 
can be sipped in the sunshine with 
a few small plates, before moving 
on to the next 'port of call'. 

"White port is a sleeping giant 
and THE on-trend drink of the 
summer," says Alex Down, 
Symington Family Estates, a 
leading producer of premium 
ports. 

"Already a staple in some of the 


trendiest cocktail bars across 
Europe, the UK has fallen in love 
with it and it's now being enjoyed 
in summer cocktails, or as a 
classic 'P&T'" 

Here is what you need to know... 

What sort of cocktails is 
white port a good base for? 

YOU can pretty much substitute 
white port in any cocktail that 
would ordinarily use white 
vermouth, as they're both 
different types of fortified white 
wine. White port is particularly 
amazing in a white negroni. 

Why is it suddenly a hit in the UK? 

AS the gin market starts to 
saturate, consumers are naturally 


looking for alternatives. 

Simple to make and delicious to 
drink, a P&T is a quirky, 
Mediterranean twist on your 
classic G&T, which is undoubtedly 
why it has taken off in such a big 
way. 

Is white port pricey? 

MOST white ports sell at a retail 
price of below £20. Like any 
category of wine, some will be 
better than others and we 
recommend Graham's Fine White 
Port Wine (£12.99 for75cl, 
Amazon) for its fresh, appealing 
flavours of tangy lime, almond and 
grapefruit. Once opened, you can 
keep a bottle of white port chilled 
in the fridge for up to a week.

SNICKERDOODLE 


COOKIES 


INGREDIENTS 

75g butter, softened 
lOOg caster sugar 
2 tbsp golden syrup 
125g plain flour 
Vt tsp bicarbonate of soda 
Vi tsp baking powder 
1 tbsp ground cinnamon and 1 tbsp 
caster sugar for coating 

METHOD 

1. Preheat the oven to 
200°C/180°C fan/gas 6, then 
line two large baking sheets 
with baking parchment. 

2. Put all the cookie 
ingredients in a small food 
processor and blitz until a 
rough dough forms. Scrape 
down the sides of the bowl a 
couple of times during 
blending to make sure all 




the ingredients are incorpo¬ 
rated. Give the dough a final 
mix with a wooden spoon to 
smooth out any lumps. 

3. If you don't have a food 
processor you can still make 
these cookies by beating 
together the butter, sugar 
and syrup in a bowl until 
smooth, then incorporating 
the dry ingredients. 

4. Mix together the cinna¬ 
mon and caster sugar for the 
coating in a small ramekin. 
Use a teaspoon and your 
hands to roll about 24 small 


balls of dough, then roll the 
balls in the cinnamon sugar, 
making sure they are really 
well coated. Arrange on the 
baking sheets, leaving room 
for them to spread out. You 
should be able to get 12 
cookies on each sheet. 

5. Bake the cookies for 6-8 
minutes or until they have 
spread out and the tops look 
slightly cracked. Remove 
from the oven - they will look 
puffy and undercooked in 
the middle but will firm up 
on the sheets as they cool. 




PASSIONFRUIT 


VIENNESE 


INGREDIENTS 
Makes 16 whirls 

For the passionfruit filling 

2 passionfruits 
25g caster sugar 
For the biscuits 
lOOg butter, softened 
25g icing sugar 
lOOg plain flour 
25g cornflour 
1 tsp vanilla bean paste 
or vanilla extract 
1 tsp milk 

For the buttercream 

25g unsalted butter 
50g icing sugar 
1 tbsp lemon juice 

METHOD 

1. Scoop the flesh out of 
both passionfruits and 
place it in a small saucepan 
with the caster sugar. 
Simmer over a medium- 
high heat for 1-2 minutes or 
until bubbling and slightly 
thickened, then remove 
from the heat and set to one 
side to cool. 

2. Preheat the oven to 
180°C/160°C fan/gas 4 and 
line a baking tray with 
baking parchment. 

3. To make the biscuits, beat 
the butter and icing sugar 


together in a bowl with a 
wooden spoon until smooth. 
Stir in the plain flour and 
cornflour until a thick paste 
forms, then beat in the vanilla 
and milk to loosen the mixture 
slightly. 


4. Spoon the mixture into 
the piping bag and pipe 16 
rounds (approximately 4cm 
in diameter) on to the lined 
baking tray. 

5. Bake for 10-12 minutes 
until the biscuits are a pale 
golden colour. Remove from 
the oven and allow to cool for 
5 minutes on the tray, then 
transfer to a wire rack to cool. 

6. To make the buttercream, 
use an electric hand-held 
whisk to cream together the 
butter, icing sugar and 
lemon juice in a bowl until 
pale and light. Spread 
buttercream on to half the 
biscuits and passionfruit on 
to the other half, then 
sandwich them together.

credits to her name too, including 
series like Dixon Of Dock Green in 
the Sixties, plus she was a 
storyteller on Jackanory. 

She's written other books too, of 
course, including 2013's How Many 
Camels Are There in Holland?, 
which addressed her mother Meg's 
descent into dementia. 

Her own growing age isn't 
something she's exactly planned 
for, she says, but quips: "Of course, 
there's always Denville Hall, that 
magnificent retirement 
home for actors. 
Perhaps I'll end up 
there. But I'm more 
likely to end up in a 
cottage in Scotland." 

As for work, she 
doesn't have any plans 
to return to the theatre 
or screen - but still gets 
offers, and recently did 
a BBC radio play, Lost 
In France with Sophie. 

She's worked with 
both her daughters in 
the past, with Emma in Peter's 
Friends and Nanny McPhee, and 
Sophie in the 1996 film Emma, and 
would love to act with them again 
- but jokes the feeling might not be 
mutual! 

"It's a bit dodgy acting with your 
mother. I'd probably forget things 
completely, and you've got enough 
to worry about on stage without 
thinking your mother's going to say 
the wrong thing or throw up!" 

For now, she'll be content with 
radio plays and writing, and 
enjoying life with her loved ones.

tenterhooks about him getting ill, 
but he was good about it... He 
wasn't sentimental or scared, 
although he may have been inside, 
and took everything in his stride. 

He wouldn't dream of being 
serious when he was ill.” 

He died in 1982, from a heart 
attack, aged just 53. 

Phyllida never remarried. "Well, 
I've never been asked,” 
she quips wryly. "There 
was nobody in my 
eyeline who I thought, 

'He'd be good! I also 
think you're very 
vulnerable when you're 
widowed.” 

She confesses to being 
a worrier, and reflects 
that the loneliness has 
become more intense 
over the years. 

"It's a very strange 
thing, loneliness. I can't 
remember sitting in corners, well, I 
had work, and you can't let the 
strands that you are holding in your 
hands disappear. You just have to 
keep going," she says. 

"But it gets worse. Every year's 
worse because there are less people 
all around you. They start dropping 
off the twig. But my grandchildren 
keep me going. We do cooking, 
baking, walks...” 

She still lives in West Hampstead, 
close to her daughters and their 
families, and keeps the family 
home in the west of Scotland. 

Phyllida, who was born in 
Glasgow (her father, William, was a 
journalist), has a string of TV 


R emembering lines might 
not be as easy as it once 
was, but actress Phyllida 
Law still has the sharp wit 
and humour that's helped 
see her through many of life's ups 
and downs over the years. 

Take the title of her new book, for 
instance: Dead Now Of Course. 

She chose it, she says, because at 
her "great age” of 85, she often 
reminisces with friends about 
theatre experiences, remembering 
people who are "dead now of 
course” 

"The phrase is slung into 
conversations so often now,” 
Phyllida reflects. 

The book charts the veteran star's 
early days in the theatre - and 
there's a lot to get through. She has, 
at various points, worked with the 
great and good of acting past and 
present, including Sir Alec 
Guinness, Sir Ralph Richardson, 
Michael Gambon and more. 

It's filled with charming and 
amusing anecdotes, from battling 
flammable costumes and rogue 
cockroaches, to making her own 
false eyelashes and having startling 
encounters with rats - all in the 
name of treading the boards. 

The book also recounts her 
courtship with her future husband, 
the actor and writer Eric 
Thompson, creator and narrator of 
The Magic Roundabout, who she 
met while at Bristol Old Vic.

Phyllida recalls that his corduroy 
jacket was the clincher for her. 

"We were in the same company 
together. Tom (as Eric was 
affectionately known) came out 
of the London Old Vic school 
with his mates and I came out 
of the Bristol Old Vic school 
with my mates, and there was 
a cross-fertilisation in many 
ways in the theatre,” she recalls 
fondly. 

"He was rather like a wild 
animal who has eyes at the side of 
its head - you don't know what it's 
thinking! 

"He didn't smile much because 
his front teeth had been chipped in 
a cricket match and he never made 
a 'ha-ha' laugh; he wheezed. It was 
my ambition to make him wheeze.” 

When, on Boxing Day evening 
after a wild party, he asked her to 
marry him, she thought he was 
drunk. The misunderstanding, she 
explains, led them to not talking to 
each other for a couple of weeks. 

She eventually asked the stage 
manager to ask 'Mr Thompson,' as 
she called him, to ask the question 
again. But he never got down on 
one knee, she recounts. 

They were married for 25 years 
and, of course, had two daughters 
- the actresses Emma and Sophie 
Thompson. But Eric was ill for a lot 
of their married life, and suffered 
his first heart attack aged 35.

BERNARD 

McLAVERTY'S highly 
anticipated fifth novel 
- which comes 16 years after the 
Booker prize-nominated author's 
last novel, The Anatomy School - 
tells of elderly couple Gerry and 
Stella's holiday to Amsterdam. 

There are huge cracks in the 
long-enduring relationship, as 
Stella is reaching the end of her 
patience with Gerry's poorly 
hidden alcoholism and irreverence 
towards her religion. 

Occasionally we see flashbacks 
of their lives in Northern Ireland, 
before they moved to Scotland and 
progressed into old age. 

It's a very intimate portrait of a 
relationship between two older 
people, however, every time it feels 
like we're going to get underneath 
the skin of the characters, the 
moment passes and MacLaverty 
focuses on some of the more 
mundane aspects of their holiday. 

The best, and most moving, parts 
are flashbacks to their experiences 
during the Troubles, but these are 
too brief to feel fully addressed.

I t's time to get up front and 
personal with your home's 
exterior. Take a long hard look 
at it, because if it's drab and 
unloved with peeling paint, a 
shabby door and an 
overgrown garden, it won't 
just lower your spirits every 
time you return home, but it could 
also cost you money. 

A third of people are willing to pay 
up to 25% more for a home or rental 
property with a freshly painted front 
door, smart brickwork, a well-kept 
garden and clean windows, according 
to new research by Dulux 
Weathershield. 

So, with the average UK home 
valued at £220,000, giving your home 
that extra bit of TLC could translate 
into a hefty £55,000 return, and in 
London, that increases to £117,966. 

"In recent years we’ve seen the 
importance of kerb appeal intensify, 
with buyers and renters moving from 
unconsciously judging the 
appearance of home exteriors to 
consciously judging them, so it’s 
becoming increasingly important to 
refine aesthetics even before the agent 
takes their photos to secure viewings 
and the best price," explains property 
expert Kate Faulkner, who worked on 
the research. 

Yet Brits generally ignore their 
home's exterior for more than eight 
years, while a neglectful 20% haven't 
decorated for more than 15, according 
to the survey.

1 A new front door is a 
game changer 

"Your front door is the 
face of your home - it's

"Changing the front door is a quick 
win, but a real game changer in terms 
of how people perceive you and your 
home." 

"If you're feeling adventurous, go 
for strong, bright colours, but choose 
a shade that complements your own 
personal style and the rest of your 
house. 

"If you’re not feeling brave, black’s 
always a safe bet, or opt for darker 
shades of blue, plum and green, 
which will still make a design 
statement." 

Truedor, whose bespoke doors start 
from £700, identifies the top colours 
trending for front doors this year. 

For traditional settings: jet black, 
steel blue, pine green and crisp white. 

For contemporary homes: bright 
yellow, cobalt blue and purple.

O Opt for clean lines and

Symmetry and simplicity at 
the front of a house is 
always a good idea.

doorknobs and knockers, and try to 
ensure door furniture is in keeping 
with the style and age of your 
property.

"With the average homeowner 
living in their property for 21 years, 
many simply 'forget' over time to 
maintain their home, especially on 
the outside, because our major focus 
is on the interior," says Marianne 
Shillingford, creative director at Dulux 
Weathershield. 

"Do your research before deciding 
on an exterior decor scheme. Take 
inspiration from neighbours' homes 
and check out images on Pinterest 
and Instagram.

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T here's a new Eden 
just down the road 
from me - Jimi 
Blake's Hunting 
Brook in County 
Wicklow. The beauty 
of his hillside plot, 
his collection of 
plants, along with his fame as a 
passionate gardening communicator, 
meant Monty Don and the Gardeners' 
World crew visited recently. Rather 
embarrassingly Monty got there 
before me. 

So last weekend I made the 
pilgrimage and while dodging a 
tropical-type downpour I drank in 
Jimi's magnificent creation. 

There's so much to talk about. But 
what really struck me was the number 
of tender specimens he's planted 
amongst 'normal' perennials to give a 
tropical and jungle feel. 

In cold areas - and the Wicklow 
hills can pack a windy chill - these 
plants need to be moved indoors for 
winters, so that's most parts of the UK. 
But since we have the climate in 
summer, it's fun to mix up the usual 
with some striking species. 

As well as using tender exotics, Jimi 
adds in some bright bursts of colour 
with neon pink and yellow Dahlia 
'Bright Eyes; orange cosmos, rich 
scarlet Monarda and a sprinkling of 
red salvias to create a joyful tapestry of 
textures, shapes and colours. 

He also uses tender exotics to great 
effect by planting table-height troughs 
on his veranda and cramming them 
with cacti and succulents - it's fun, 
different and because it doesn't need 
much watering, it is low maintenance 
as well. 

Aeoniums are evergreen succulents 
that come from the Canary Islands 
and Madeira. They will only survive 
outdoors in very mild coastal areas in 
the UK - for example, they flourish in 
great numbers in Tresco Abbey 
Gardens in the Scilly Isles. 

However, for most of us, they need 
to be brought indoors over winter. 

That's not just because they are 
susceptible to frost - sitting outdoors 
in puddles of rain will rot them too. 

The smaller ones look wonderful 
planted in pots but, for maximum 
drama, plant the larger ones amongst 
your borders. 

Aeonium arboreum, the tree 
houseleek, forms a shrub two feet 
high. The most striking and best 
known is 'Zwartkop' which has large, 
glossy, purple to almost black leaves, 
clustered in big rosettes. They like to 
be planted in well drained soil, so add 
some grit if necessary - they would 
also be very happy placed in a gravel 
garden.

They're quite easy to propagate 
from cuttings. My top tip here is to let 
the bottom of the cutting form a 
callous overnight before potting into 
gritty compost - this will reduce the 
risk of rot. 

The luscious leaves of the banana 
plant are superb as they set the scene 
for a tropical atmosphere as well as 
bringing height and freshness to 
exotic planting. No urban jungle is 
complete without them. Musa basjoo 
is the hardiest of the bananas but 
should still be considered as a tender 
perennial and moved to a frost-free 
area over winter and planted out 
when the frosts have passed. They can 
be kept outside and wrapped in 
horticultural fleece in milder areas. 

Musa sikkimensis has narrower 
leaves with tropical burgundy stripes 
and mottling on both leaf surfaces. 

The fruits on these bananas don't 
taste good but they are worth growing 
for the architectural paddle-shaped 
leaves. 

Ensete ventricosum 'Maurellii,' the 
Abyssinian banana, has pleasing 
purple-tinged leaves. With all 
bananas, a little shelter from strong 
winds is advisable as the leaves can 
tear. 

Cannas are another good option for 
mixing it up in the herbaceous border. 

Grown for their large dramatic 
leaves, they also produce tropically 
bright flowers late in the summer. 

'Durban' is a stunning variety with 
red and yellow-striped leaves; 
'Wyoming' has deep crimson stems 
and orange flowers, and Canna x 
ehemanii has deep green leaves and 
red flower heads. 

Cannas are originally from tropical 
and sub-tropical regions of South 
America and therefore you should 
treat them like a tender perennial. 
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TURN YOUR GARDEN INTO A WELLBEING HAVEN 



EVER thought how much a garden might 
be able to help a loved one suffering from 
mental health problems, whether it's an 
elderly relative showing signs of dementia 
or a traumatised child? 

Former city finance worker Faith 
Ramsay, new chair of trustees at horticul¬ 
ture therapy charity Thrive (thrive.org.uk), 
left her lucrative job to re-train as a 
garden designer and in the process 
alleviated her own bouts of depression. 

She explains: "Thrive therapists use 
horticulture to achieve a therapeutic 
outcome. Different plants help alleviate 
different problems." 

Here, she offers tips on plants to 
include in therapeutic garden 
schemes: 


spring-flowering bulb for a sense of 
optimism, to give the message that life 
goes on and positive things are coming. 

"Iris reticulata come out in February in 
lovely blues and purples, when the 
weather is grey and you are feeling 
rock-bottom. They could be grown by 
someone who only has a balcony and they 
flower when nothing else is out." 

THYME 

"PARTICULARLY good for children with 
mental capacity issues because they can 
touch and grab and smell and interact with 
it. If you are constantly being told not to

ROSEMARY 

"HELPS memory and is good for 
dementia settings," she says. "It's a 
stimulating plant for dealing with 

\ feeling low and needing a boost. I 
wouldn't have lavender and rose¬ 
mary cheek by jowl. There needs to 
be space for calming and space 
for being uplifted. " 


\ EARLY SPRING-FLOWERING BULBS 

"FOR many people, mental 
health problems, [such as 
SAD], are worse in the 
winter. Choose an early 


touch or poke things, suddenly being able 
to do that is very empowering." 

CHILDHOOD PLANTS 

"IF you are dealing with an elderly person, 
maybe someone who is starting to suffer 
from dementia, include plants which were 
around during their childhood, like pinks, 
which are very aromatic, or sweet peas, 
because those memories are lost last. 
These aromatic, old-fashioned plants may 
strike a chord with people in their seven¬ 
ties and eighties, which echo something 
from their childhood." 

"Put sweet peas around a wigwam with 
pinks underneath it. As a form of horticul¬ 
tural therapy for dementia, Thrive would 
encourage the patient to plant sweet peas. 
They are easy seeds to handle. 

"Being able to grow plants is an impor¬ 
tant part of therapy. Grow from seed in 
pots or buy seedlings from a garden 
centre. It will give a sense of achieve¬ 
ment." 


AVOID... 

"PLANTS that need a lot of TLC such as 
roses and peonies. If you've forgotten to 
stake your peony and it's collapsed, it can 
make you feel less positive. I would include 
hardy geraniums, penstemons, iris bulbs, 
daffodils, lavender and rosemary, which 
won't need persistent care."

incredibly beautiful, and you will 
be amazed what a difference a 
semi-mature tree or shrub can 
make. These are ‘structural’ 
features that need to be carefully 
placed as they will form the 
framework of your space and 
hopefully be there for many years 
to come. They are certainly every 
bit as important as hard landscape 
features such as paving, paths, 
pergolas and retaining walls. 

If yours is a new garden and 
there’s nothing much in it, a 
carefully selected tree or a few large 
specimen plants will help to give the 
plot some scale. Pay attention to 
where you place these larger items 
as they can perform multiple 
purposes such as lending privacy, 
providing shade and 



complimenting colours of existing 
plants or structures. 

It is now perfectly possible to 
plant large trees and shrubs, thanks 
to improved understanding about 
what plants need, plus more 
sophisticated transport; moving and 
handling equipment. 

Larger plants can now be scooped 
out of the ground using a 
heavy-duty tree spade, have its roots 
wrapped in hessian or wire caging, 
covered to prevent dehydration and 
damage, then transported the same 
day to enable replanting within 24 
hours or so. 

Container-grown larger plants are 
often grown in air pots, which have 
revolutionised the containerising 
process. These are re-usable plastic 
sleeves with holes acting like a 
honeycomb, wrapped around a root 
system. Roots come through the 
sleeve and can be air-pruned. Thus, 
there are no roots performing 
endless circling within the pot which 
can lead to poor growth and lack of 
adjustment once planted in the big 
wide world. The planting process 


using air pot containerised plants is 
a lot simpler. These lucky plants can 
be easily anchored in position and 
have already developed a healthy, 
fibrous root system which gives 
them a much stronger, healthier 
start in their new world. 

If you are planting saplings, 
depending on the variety, it can take 
a generation or so until the plant has 
grown into a statuesque example. 
So, whilst young plants quickly 
develop a good root system (if 
correctly planted), their 
above-ground shape might be 
insignificant for some years to come. 
This method does give you trees for 
your children and grandchildren, 
and some trees can look beautiful 
even when young. But if it’s the 
‘wow’ factor you are after, you might 
want to skip those middle years.

or years car makers’ 
engineers tried hard to 
produce a smooth, 
responsive automatic 
gearbox for small cars 
but with little success as they 
struggled to cope with rather 
smaller power trains like lack 
lustre one-litre petrol engines. 

Most were called Continuously 
Variable Transmissions with a 
belt-driven chain - bit like using 
an elastic band in essence - and 
older readers will remember the 
prime example being the 
Dutch-made DAF 55 Variomatic 
with its gutless 1.1-litre engine 
back in the early Seventies. 

Thankfully technology has 
now moved on at quite a pace 
and today there are far more 
competent and proper six-speed 
automatic gearboxes available 
for supermini class motorists 
who want a more easier, 
comfortable and relaxing 


experience when driving, 
particularly in heavy stop-start 
city congestions. 

Prime example is the new EAT 
six-speed automatic that Peugeot 
have now fitted into their dinky 
208 hatchback and combined it 
with one of the best 
three-cylinder petrol engines 
now on the market - their 
1.2-litre HObhp Pure Tech power 
train. 

If ever there was such a fine 
combination of this new 
technology then this must be it 
because the 1.2-litre engine, 
already proved a match winner 
in other Peugeot models, is ideal 
fodder for what is an extremely 
smooth, quiet and responsive 
automatic and by far the best yet 
in any small car. 

It makes Peugeot’s earlier 
rather balky feeling ETG 
automatic, still used in 208’s 
1.2-litre 82bhp model, 
cumbersome and lacking any 
decent response and refinement 


so any driver wanting ease of 
automatic gear change must opt 
for the newest six-speed. 

It’s no slouch either when 
coming to road going 
performance as such with a 
creditable 0 to 62mph in 9.8 
seconds and again quiet with it 
on such acceleration while on 
test it returned an average of 
56.8mpg - fairly close to the 
official combined figure of 
62.8mpg - so finally eradicating 
the age old problem of small cars 
with automatic gearboxes being 
really thirsty on fuel. 

This automatic gearbox is only 
available in the 208 Allure 
five-door - one up from the 
entry-level trim Active - 
although there is a five-speed 
manual gearbox available for 
those drivers who still prefer to 
do their own manual gear 
changing. 

In terms of pricing the Allure 
automatic comes in at £18,465

compared to the manual version 
at £17,445 which means in effect 
motorists opting for the former 
have to pay another grand for 
the privilege. 

Also opting for either the 
Allure models buyers get a bit 
more for their money which 
includes 16-inch alloy wheels, 
cornering assist fog lamps, LED 
taillight, tinted windows, 
automatic windscreen wipers 
and those so useful parking 
sensors - just a pity Peugeot are 
a bit mean by charging an extra 
£250 on this model for the 
excellent Active City Brake. 

As for the 208 itself it’s still 
quite remarkable to think that it 
was originally launched back in 
2012 and in reality it’s changed 
little in the meantime. 

It was always quite a smart, 
stylish little hatchback and even 
now doesn’t look dated in 
anyway and whilst there have 
been discreet, subtle styling 


changes it remains one of the 
best in terms of looks in the 
highly competitive supermini 
class. 

It’s a practical five-door too 
with a pleasant and reasonably 
roomy interior, it’s always been 
solidly built and a comfortable 
family car with a decent soft ride 
and having driven several petrol 
and diesel versions in its time 
the most remarkable aspect has 
always been how quiet running 
the 208 is no matter what roads 
are being driven. 

Inside there’s plenty of little 
storage spaces for all those items 
families in particular seem to 
carry around everywhere and 
the recent updated interior has 
again been one of being subtle 
while it remains a little small in 
the rear seats to fit three fully 
sized adults. 

The basic boot space of 285 
litres is about par for the course 
for this size car - it can be 
extended to 1,076 litres with 
those rear seats folded down. 


For the driver the seven-inch 
infotainment screen sitting on 
top of the dashboard in the 
middle is easy to use and the rest 
of the controls and stalks are 
also practically placed - just one 
minor niggle though is the 
position of the small sized 
steering wheel. 

It really should be positioned a 
bit lower because for most adult 
drivers it interferes with the 
driver’s vision of the 
speedometer and other dials. 

Thankfully Peugeot stick to 
their policy in the 208 range of 
including either a proper spare 
wheel or spacesaver - none of 
those horrible puncture repair 
DIY kits! 

The Allure with this newer 
six-speed automatic box on 
board is the one to go for if a 
driver is looking for auto rather 
than manual - the 208 though 
itself remains a quite pleasant 
and comfortable supermini to 
drive even if some rivals are 
more sporty top drive.
